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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The applicant's amended claims 6-7, 13-14, and 20-21 and canceled claims 1-5, 
8-12, and 15-19 have been received on 5/28/03. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6-7, 13-14, and 20-21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 6-7, 13-14, and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Duncan et al. (US 6163844). 

With respect to claims 6, 13, and 20, obtaining content table categories at the 
data processing system that present a unique label identifying the type of content for 
each respective category of a plurality of categories, (col. 9, lines 41-59); obtaining 
associated user restrictions at the data processing system defining at least one user's 
access privileges to each respective category of the plurality of categories as a function 
of the content label categories, (col. 9, lines 60-col. 10, lines 4); distributing the obtained 
content label categories and obtained associated user restrictions to each of a plurality 
of communications programs within the data processing system, (col. 10, lines 29-51). 
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Duncan does not clearly disclose, "setting access controls for at least two of the 
communications programs protocols and data processing system that employ different 
communications protocols as a function of the content label categories and associated 
user restrictions." However, Duncan shows in figure 6, the server contains a transfer 
protocol converter at the network side. This receives requests which are incoming via 
the network 25 and the network line 22. These requests meet the condition of the 
network protocol TCP/IP and the HTTP format. The server is the access control unit 
ACU. This unit ACU has an algorithm available to it that accesses the access control 
list ACL according to FIG. 5 on the basis of the designation of a hypertext document 10 
or 13, (col. 10, lines 29-51). Thus, this information teaches the claim limitation above. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to employ the taught of setting access controls for at least two 
communications programs protocols and data processing that employ different 
communications protocols in Duncan, so the system allowed or rejected in a user- 
specific fashion, (col. 3, lines 8-9). 

As to claims 7, 14, and 21 , Duncan further discloses during installation of a 
communications program subsequent to setting access control for each 
communications program within the data processing system as a function of the content 
label categories and associated user restrictions, checking for existing access control 
settings for other communications programs and setting access controls for the 
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communications program being installed utilizing the existing access control setting, 
(col. 10, lines 29-51).
